STREET CAR MEN IN NEW YORK AND BROOK- 
LYN ON A STRIKE. 


No Cars Running on the Dry Dock Line in 
New York City and the Atlantic Avenue 


New York, March 4.—Contrary to report, 
none of the horse car lines of this city tied up 
this morning, except the dry dock lune. All 
the other lines are running as usual. 

The strike of the employes in the Dry Dock 
Surface Railroad continued unchanged this 
morning. About 1, O00 of the strikers were con- 
gregated about the stable and office, but the 
presence of a large force of police kept them 
in order. The police cleared the street in front 
of the office, and kept the crowd in continual 
motion. Rumors prevailed of strikes on other 
street car lines, but so far none have taken 
place. Itis proposed, some time during the 
day, to run a car over the Dry Dock route. 

THE STRIKERS AT WORK. 

The reserve police force of dll precincts be- 
low Fourteenth street was detailed at 
the Grand street car stable early this morning. 


About 11:30 Police Superintendent Murray 
visited the scene and an hour later he issued 
an order calling the remaining policemen on 
reserve in the station-houses above Four- 
teenth street, to reinforce the men already at 
the stables. The additional men increased 
the number on band to „ A Car was 
started out of the stable about noon. Its ap- 
yearance was hailed with derision by the hun- 

reds of men on the street. Police Inspec- 
tor Steers mounted the platform beside the 
driver and the car started. The police 
cleared the way until Lewis street was 
reached, where the first obstruction was met 
in the shape of a car on the Forty-second 
street line which had been placed across the 
track. Behind it were two trucks and a littie 
way beyond a load of coal had been dumped 
on the track. Anothercar of the Forty-second 
street line came along, drove on the 
file of coal and was also turned across the 
track. The strikers greeted this with cheers. 
They sprang into the street and every wagon 
that came along was captured and turned 
across the track, the horses unhitched and 
driven away. 

THE POLICE POWERLESS. “ 

The police flourished their clubs, gave com- 
mands and issued threats alternately, but in 
vain. There was no hope and the 

lice were poweriess to While 

e police were standing, looking at the 
scene, gangs of men rushed along adding 
additional obstruction on the track. At 
Cannon street a wagon was turned up- 
side down. At erick street a 
car of the Forty-second street 
line was toppled over and fell with a crash on 
the track. Six cars in all were turned across 
the track and the side atreets were 
blocked with wagons waiting their turn. Two 
beer trucks had their -wheels taken off and 
fell across the track and at a point on East 
Broadway a load of coal was dumped on the 
track. At another point the switch piates 
were taken away, and further on, a pile of 
bricks and building poles lay on the track. 
The contest was practically over at this point 
and orders were issused to start back to the 
stable. The strikers were good natured and 
chaffed the policemen, but went about their 
work in a way that showed organization. 
At Mangen street the strikers tore up several 
curbstones and placed them on the trac 
Another attempt will be made 
start a car later this afternoon. The 
Board of Police to-day received a letter 
from the railroad company asking for police 
protection for their employes and property. 

OTHER LINES IN THE STRIKE. 

3 p. m.—The Third avenue and Fourth ave- 
nue Surface Railroad car drivers and conduc- 
tors have just struck work. 


Brooklyn Street-Car Strike. 
BROOKLYN, N. I., March 4.—Not a car is run- 
ning on any of the seven roads controlled by 


the Atiantic Avenue Railway Company to-day. 
The strikers are orderly and confident of 
victory. 

There are about five hundred drivers, con- 
ductors and stablemen taking part in the 
strike of, the Atlantic Avenue Railway of 
Brooklyn. Mr. Richardson, the President of 
the Atiantic Road, is also president of the Dry 
Dock Line in New York, the employes of 
which are now on a strike, and the strike in 
Brookiyn was ordered so as to assist the Drv 
Dock Line men in obtaining what they demand 
—f2 a day for twelve hours’ work. 


The Springfield Strike, 

SPRINGFIELD, O., March 4.—Excitement in 
the labor situation is still intense. The pro- 
prietors of the East Street Reaper works 
claim that only 388 men are out, but the men 
themselves claim that 800 are out. It is ru- 
mored that a number of Knights of Labor are 
discharged from the factory of the Champion 
Machine Company,in addition to those dis- 
charged at the East Street Reaper works, and 
thatalist of all employes of the Champion 
Bar and Knife-works who were Knights of La- 
bor or who sympathize with them, has been 
prepared, with a view of dismissal. Amos 
Whiteley, brother of Wm. N. White- 
ley, is President of the two latter 
companies. The number of men now 
out is over one thousand. There 


is no violence. The Knights of Labor held 
large meetings last night. If no settlement 
ean be reached, T. V. Powderly, Master Work 
man of the Knights of Labor will act as arbi- 
trator. The discharged men have received 
many offers of help from business men and 
others. The men call on all workmen to stay 
away from Springfield until the difficulty is 
settied. Only afew outside men have come in 
andafew have goneto work.

CASUALTIES. 


Serious Explosien ina Bar Mill—Fatal Col- 
lapse of a Wall. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 4.—The mud drum of 
a boiler in the bar-mill of Hussey, Howe & Co.’s 
steel-works expioded this morning about 1:30 
o’ clock with a terrific report, scattering debris 
in all directions and badly wrecking the build- 
ing and machinery. T. Hickey, who was 
standing near the furnace, was hit on the head 
with a brick and knocked down, but not seri- 
ously hurt. Noone else was injured, as the 
mill was comparatively deserted. If the ex- 


plosion had occurred afew hours later many 
men would have met a horrible death, but 
fortunately the night men had just gone off 
duty. Tue loss is estimated at 2,000. 


Mother and Daughter Fatally Burned. 

RICHMOND, VA., March 4.—Mrs. John P. 
Sampson and her daughter, Miss Bertha 
Sampson, were fatally burned yesterday at 
their residence in Manchester. The young lady 
wasin her room dressing, when her clothing 
caught fire from the stove, and she was almost 
instantly enveloped in flames. The mother 
came to her assistance and her clothing ignited 
and she was burned from head tofoot. Mrs. 
Sampson died last night, and her daughter is 
in a critical condition. 


Fatal Accident. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 4.—The wall of a build- 
ing at Front and Norris streets, which was be- 
ing torn down, suddenly fell this morning, 
burying several laborers. Dantel Quinn, 


aged 23 years, was killed; James Keegan, aged 
85, was serieusiy injured, probably fatally, 
and Daniel McBride, aged 21 years, was badly 
bruised and cut.

1 
may be further stated that if Mr. Corbin com- 
municates with Mr.Gowen upon the subject 
he does it upon his own individual responsi- 
bility and without any authority from the syn- 
dicate, the management of which ‘intends to 
remain independent. There have been no 
new bargains with either juniors or stock in- 
terests, and when the reorganization trustees 
finally report their plan, it is not expected to 
be acceptable to some of the junior interests 
for the well-known reason, hitherto apparent 
in Reading affairs, that that company, upon 
reorganization, will not have enough to go 
round, and some of the junior interests are 5 
a fair way to be left in the vacative.

SERIOUS CHARGES FILED AGAINST SUR- 
VEYOR OF THE PORT LANCASTER. 


The Buckley Case—Senator Cockrell and the

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 4.—The latest 
charges filed against Vollector Lantaster with 
the Senate Committee on Commerce are rather 
serious. They are charges which have never 
been made public but are likely to seriously 
affect Mr. Lancaster. He is charged with 
fraudulent conveyance of property in 1877 in 
order to avoid judgment as one of the bonds- 
men in the Bulkley case. The judgment was 
for $25,000 and costs $800 more, with three 
bondsmen, Ryan, McMahon and Lau- 
caster. The report on the prop- 
erty filed with the committee is as 
follows: Lot in block 2 by deed in 
book 573, page 291, and dated June 21, 1877. 
This property was sold under judgment to one 
Thos. McDermott for S, who conveyed it to 
Thos. O’Reilley for $1 by deed dated August 
$1, 1877, in book 576, page 240, to whom the 
property is still assessed. Lots in blocks 251, 
S77, 528, and 972. This property was 
sold to Jas. Tiernan for $9,800 
under a deed of trust. This property is 


now assessed in the name of Richard D. Lan- 
caster. Lot in block 527. Thisjproperty was 
sold to Joseph H. Tiernan under deed of trust 
$2,400 and the judgment for $5 and is now 
assessed in the name of R. D. Lancaster. Lot 
in block 1986 was sold to Pierce D. Keating 
under judgement for $63 by deed in book 568, 
K e 520, and is now assessed in the name of 
ichard D. Lancaster. Thomas McDermott, 
above mentioned, is, I believe, a bricklayer 
and Lancaster 4 Tiernan are the agents, 80 T 
am informed for Dr. Thos. O'Reilly. 
Tiernan is a brother of Jos. H. Tiernan, who is 
the partner of R. D. Lancaster. Pierce D. 
Keating I believe to be a brother-in-law of R. 
D. Lancaster, who, if my information is cor- 
rect, married a sister ofgaid heating. So ends 
the report. 

While Mr. Lancaster was distributing prop- 
erty so lavishly among his relatives and 
friends, the United States Marshal was sup- 
posably hunting around for something to at- 
tach on the judgment.

LONDON, March 4.—I have interviewed sev- 
eral Irish members of the House of Commons 
to-day as to reports in circulation imputing to 
Gladstone the intention of dishonorably 
evading the promised settlement of the Irish 
question.

lature. The other members interviewed 
make similar statements. The Nationalist 
party as a whole, are confident that Mr. Glad- 
stone has not weakened under the extraordin- 
ary pressure applied to him as represented for 
party purposes, but is unshaken in his resolve 
to carry homerule. This declaration is im- 
portant in view of the rumors put into circula- 
tion last night and to-day, and Mr. Holmes’ 
motion to refuse votes in supply, before Mr. 
Gladstone has disclosed his Irish policy. Mr. 
O’Connor’s statement shows that Mr. Parnell 
will lead his party into adivision lobby against 
Holmes’ amendment to the motion to go into 
the Committee of Supply on the Irish civil- 
service estimates.

The Jefferson City Tribune, the Sena- 
torial family organ, says: 

To-day the PostT-DisPaTcH is trying to get a 
Republican (who was never elected) in the 
office of Mayor of St. Louis.

MORE SECRECY. 
Secrecy about the reasons for removals 
is exposing the Administration to all sorts 
of attacks that are by no means harmless. 
Without any explanation the Cabinet has 
peremptorily ordered the dismissal of 
Major Tnouas REDDINGTON, one of Secre- 
tary LAMAR’S own appointees, and the 
tales which REDDINGTON and ex-Congress- 
man ELLIs tell about the matter ascribe 
the Cabinet’s action to Pacific Railroad 
influence. 

Ellis says he helped Mr. LAMAR persuade 
Major REDDINGTON, as the best informed 
man in this cofntry in regard to the rela- 
tions of the Pacific railroads to the Gov- 
ernment, to enter intothe service of the 
Interior Department. If an earnest re- 
form is desired in the conduct of those 
relations, Mr. ELLIS says REDDINGTON can 
do better service than any other man, 
and has a character absolutely above 
impeachment. REDDINGTON says he did 
not accept the place until he had been 
urged for six months to do so, because he 
knew that there was a big scandal hiddenin 
the shadow of the Government’s dealings 
with the Pacific roads, and that a strong 
Cabinet influence would be brought to 
bear against any exposure. He accepted 
at last, however, and was sent to Boston, 
and there, inthe offices of the Union Pa- 
cific, struck even aricher lead than he 
expected. He found, for instance, that 
from 1878 to June, 1885, the Union and 
Central Pacific roads had given $3,500,000 
of their earnings in the form of alleged 
subsidies to their Pacific Mail Steamship 
concern, an illegal expenditure, the pay- 
ment of which wronged the railroad 
stockholders, the Government and the 
general public. He says he will make 
oath that he was offered direct and une- 
quivocal bribes while making his investi- 
gation, and has been told by politicians 
since, that his rejection of those 
bribes was the cause of his re- 
moval. His report, he says, was 
read and commended by Assistant Secre- 
tary JENKS and Railroad Commissioner 
JOHNSTON, but was pigeon-holed and his 
dismissal was immediately ordered by a 
Cabinet meeting. Gen. JOHNSTON told 
him he did not know why this action was 
taken, and when he asked Secretary 
LAMAR about it, the letter said: ‘‘It is 
one of those things you will have to take 
without explanation.“ 

We respectfully submit that this is one 
of those things which no administration 
should ask the public to take without 
explanation. The reason for REpDpDING- 
TON’s dismissal is a public matter, and his 
pigeon-holedreportis not a private let- 
ter.“ He demands a publication of his 
report and of the secret charges against 
him, and on no ground creditable to the 
Administration can his demand be denied.

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THE HOLLAND TRIAL, 


The Plucky Texan on the Stand—How the 
Killing Was Done. 

NEw YORK, March 4.—In the trial of Holland 
for the shooting of Tom Davis, who, with his 
brother, The, carried on a ‘‘sawdust’’ 
swindle in New York, the prisoner was put 
upon the stand to-day. He testified that he 
had heard of the business from a friend in 
Abilene whom the Davis brothers had 
swindled out of $1,000, and on his trip East 
had resolved to stop in New York and 
investigate the business. His friend had 


told him that good money had been shown as 
counterfeit, then placed in a bag and sold to 
him. The bags were subsequently changed by 
sleight-of-hand, and sawdust substituted for 
the money. That was the game. Holland 
upon this information, visited the Davis 
brothers; $10,000 was counted out to him and 
placed in a bag. Holland paid Tom Davis $500 
for this amount and took the bag before there 
was time to change it. Then, Holland tes- 
tied, get | said ‘let’s go.’ ‘Don’t 
be in said Davis, ‘wait 
until comes down.’ 
Ireplied that Ididn’t wantto wait and in- 
sisted on going, but he would not have it. 
Then he seemed to grow very much excited. 
No you won't go, —— you,’ he cried. ‘I’ve 
ottwo meninthe next room to keep you 
rom going.’ Ashe said this he reached for 
the bag. said, Whats the matter? keep 
away; that bag is mine, I paid you for it and 
I'm peg So ane on to it.’ He cursed me 
again and moved toward me. I said, ‘Stand 
back, Mr. Davis,’ and at the same time a voice 
from the next room yelled out, ‘Kill him,Tom, 
kill the ————.’ I sprang back and threw 
the chair on which I had been sitting down be- 
tween us. He jumped at me, grabbed me and 
shoved me against the table, almost causing 
me to fall. I had let go of the satche 
and thrown it on the desk as he sprang at me. 
As he did so he became furious. I'll fix you,’ 
he yelled, eee te I'll kill you.’ s he 
said it he reached around toward his hip 
ocket. Then I drew my pistoland shot. As 
raised up Davis fell. Then I heard a noise in 
the next room. I jumped back ainst the 
wall and firedashot in the direction from 
which the noise came. After that I ran to the 
door, and after turning at the knob for a lon 
time succeeded in opening it. Iran out wit 
my revolver in my hand, but seeing no one, 
put it up and went down-stairs.’’ 

On his cross-examination Holland was rig - 
idly questioned, but remained unshaken in his 
testimony. 

THE!“ DAVIS, THE BROTHER, 
Told of the killing as he saw it from his secret 
panel through which he was in the habit of 
changing the bags. He said that Holland had 
drawn his revolver and told Tom Davis to 
throw up his hands. He had then taken his 
eye from the peep-hole to change the bags and 
as he did so he heard the shot that killed Tom. 

The cross-examination by Gen. Pryor drew 
out the fact that the witness had served aterm 
for larceny in 1855, that his picture had been 
in the rogues gallery and the damaging facts 
connected with the business as conducted by 
himself and Tom.
